Lord Mac:Guire, Mac-Mahon, Brion O Neal Con O Neal, Hugh 
Birn, for the ſurprize of his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin, Cartan Ma 
Jor Domito Owen © Neal in Flanders, in his Examination taken Fe- 
bruary 1641, tells, among many other remarkable paſſages, of ſeveral 
preparatives to this Rebellion; as that Con O Neal, brother to 
Daniel O Neal, was ſent by Owen O Neal into England, and that 
while he reſided there he received letters from the Preſident Rofe 
(which was Sir Phelim 0 Veal) and that he aſſured him he went on very

And certainly, had there not beer ſome very ftrange and exs 
traordinary engagements, and more thenl can well imagine, it had not 
been poſſible that ſo many perſons of quality, having great poſſeſſions and 


£1 many Children, ſhould have declared themſelves, after they ſaw the 


main part of the plot for the ſurprize of the Caſtle of Dublin to fail,and 
the power of the Northern Rebells begin ta decline,that the Parliament 
of England had with great alacrity and readineſs undertaken the War, 


| and not only engaged themielves to his Majeſty to ſend over powerful 


ſupplies both out of England and Scotland but by their publick Order of 
both Houſes, ſent over to the Lords Juſtices, and Printed at Dublin in 
the Month of November, fully declared their reſolutions for the vigorous 
proſ:cution of the Warof /re/and:Nay,the Cities of Galway and Limerick, 
kept their deſigns very covertly, not doing any open aCts of hoſtility, 
till after the arrival of ſome Forces at Dublin out of England, and that 

the ſiege of Drogheds or Tredagh was raiſed, and thoſe bold perfidious 
Traitors beaten back into the North the Lords of the Pale baniſhed by 
force of his Majeſty's Arms out of their own habitations, which were 

all ſpoiled and laid waſte. 

Now that then they ſhould declare themſelves, is more then a Mi- 
racle to me, and ſuch a myſtery, as 1 ſhould not know what to think

ſome work. It cannot certainly be imagined, that thoſe of the Engljſ 
Pale Cunleſs they had been the firſt proje&tors, or deep adventurers)

inveigled into their party - And then it was, that having: Impeach- 
ed Sir Richard Belton, Lord Chancellour of Ireland, of High- TOs, 
together 
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| together with other prime Officers and Miniſters of State that were of 


Engliſh birth, ſome of thoſe great Maſters took upon them with much 
confidence to declare the Law. to make new expofitions of their own 
upon the Text, to frame their Qwerics, challenges fitter to be taken te 


a long, wilful, orer-grown miſgovernment, then to be made againſt an 


Authority, that had for many years ſtruggled againſt the beloved irre- 
gularities ofa ſtubbora people, and which had prevailegefar beyond for- 
mer times, towards the allaying of the long continucd diſtempers of the 
Kingdom; they diſdein'd the moderate qualificatioas of the Judges,who 
gave them modeſt anſwers, ſuch as the Law and duty to their Sove: 
reign would admit. But thoſe would not f{erve their turn, they reſolved 
upen an alteration in the Goverament, and drawing of it wholly into 
the hands of the Natives, which they knew they could not compaſs in a 
Parliamentary way, and therefore only made preparatives there, and 
delivered ſuch deſperate maxims, which being diffuſed abroad would 
fit and difpoſe the people to a change : As they declared it tob e Law, 


_ That being killed in Rebellion, though found by matter of record, 


would give the King ne forfeiture of eſtates : That though many thou« 
fands ſtood up in Arms in a Kingdom,working all manner of diſtru&ion, 
yet if they profefled not to riſe againſt the King, that it was no Re: 
bellion; That if a man were out-lawed for Treaſon, and his Land there: 
by veſted in the Crown or given away by the King, his heir might come 
afterwards and be admitted to reverſe the Out-lawry, and recover his 
Anceſters eſtate, And many other poſitions of a perilous conſequence, 
tending to ſedition and diſturbance, did they continue to publiſh du- 
ring that Seſſion, and by the pewer and ſtrength of their party, ſo far 
did they prevail at laſt, as they preſumed to attempt a ſuſpenſion of 
Poynings ACt, and indeed intended the utter abrogation of that Statute, 
which remains as one of the greateſt ties and beſt monuments the Eng - 
liſh have of their intire dominion over the 1riſh Nation, and the an- 
nexion of that Kingdom to the imperial Crown of England! They fur- 
ther aflumed power of Judicature to the Parliament in criminal and 
capital offences : A right which no former age hath left any preſident 
for, neither would this admit the example, 

And thus carrying all things before them, they continued the <eſſion 
ef Parliament begun in ay, till about two months before the firſt 
breaking out of this Rebellion ; is being very ill taken, that even then 
they were adjourned. And this they have fince aggravated as a high 
crime againſt the Lords Juſtices, and as one of the chief moving cauſes 
te the taking up of Arms generally thcoughout the Kingdom. 


But to let thoſe things paſs, how finely ſocyer theſe proceedings

ment, not to have the newly raiſed 1riſþ Army disbanded, vhe impor: 
tunate ſolicitation of their Agents in Exgland, to have the old Army in 
Ireland caſhiered, and the Kingdom left to be defended by Trained 
Bands of their own Nation, As likewiſe the Commiſſions procured by 
ſeveral of the moft eminent Commanders now in Rebellion, for the | 
railing men to carry into Spajr, were all parts of this Plot, Prologues to 
this enſuing Tragedy, Preparatives, ſuch as had been long laid to bring Þ 
on the ſuddain execution of this moſt bloody deſign, all at one and the 
ſame time throughout the Kingdom. 

Now for the Jeſuits, Priefts, Friers, and all the reſt of the viperous 
fraternity belonging to the holy Orders; who, as 1 ſaid, had a main | 
part to Act, and have not failed with great affiduity and diligence to F* 


diſcharge the ſame. They loſt no time, but moſt dexterouſly applied |} 


themſelves 'in all parts of the Country to lay ſuch other dangerous im- ; 


preſſions in the minds, as well of the meaner ſort as of th chief Gentlemen | 1 
as might make them ready to take fire upon the firit occaſion, And when F3 
this Plot was ſo ſurely, as they thought, laid, asit could not well fail, & Þ7 


the day once prefixt for execution , they did in their publick Devotions Þ* 
long before, recommended by their Prayers, the good ſucceſs of a great | 
deſign, much tending to the proſperity of the Kingdom, and the ad- 
vancement ofthe Catholick cauſe. And for the facilitating of rhe Work, 
and ſtirring up of the people with greater animoſity and cruelty to put 
it on at the time prefixed , they loudly in all places declaimed-againſt 
the Proteſtants, telling the people that they were Hereticks, and not. to 
be ſuffered any longer to live among them; that it was no more ſin to 
Till an Engliſh-man, than to kill a dog ; and that it was a moſt mortal 
and unpardonable fin to relieve or proteCt any of them, Then alſo 
they. repreſented with much acramony the levere courſes taken by the 
Parliament in England, for the ſuppreſſing of the Romiſh Religion 
in all parts of the Kingdom, and utter extirpation of all profcfors 
of ir. They told the people that in England they had cauſed the Queens 
Prieſt to be hanged before her own face, and that they held her 
Majeſty in her own perſon under a moſt ſevere Diſcipline : That 
the ſame cruel Laws againſt Popery were here ordered to be put ſud- 
dainly in execution; and a deſign ſecretly laid for bringing and ſeizing 
upon all th: principle Noblemen and Gentlemen in 1re!a4yd upon the 
23 of November next eaſuing, and ſo to make a general Maſſacre

They grudgad at'the 

great multitudes of their fair Eng/;ſb Cattle ; at their goodly Houſes, 

though built by their own induſtry at their own charges; at the large 

improvements they made of their Eſtates,by their own travells & care- 

ful endeavours. They ſpake with much ſcorn and contempt of ſuch as 

brought little with them into /reland, and having there planted them= 

ſelves, in a little time contrafted great fortunes : they were much trou- 

bled, eſpecially in the /riſh Countries to ſee the Ergiiſh live hanſomely, 

and to have every thing with much decency about them, while they lay 

naſtily buried, as it were, in mire and filthineſs; the ordinary ſort of 

people commonly bringing their Cattel into their own ſtinking Creates, 

and there naturally delighting to lie among them, Theſe malignant 

conſiderations made them withan envious eye impatiently to look upon.

But we are altogether confident to make it manifeſt, by abundant 
inſtances, That the Depopulations in this Province of Munſter, 
do well near equal thoſe of the whole Kingdom. ' The Particu- 
lars whereof, as of the multitude of Inhuman Cruelties, were 
Collefted and Reduced to ſeveral Inſtances, with ample Prodf, 
by the many Months Endeavours of a Reverend Divine , one 
Arch-Deacon Biſs, thereunto Authorized by wertue of a Com- 
miſſion under the Broad Seal of this Kingdom ; who was moſt 
barbarouſly murthered by the lriſh, expreſſing that to be the cauſe. 
And becauſe it may be thought requiſite to touch ſomething of the 
Demeanours of the Iriſh fince the Ceſſation, as well + ive = 
many Engliſh have been murthered as they Traveled, with other 
Expreſſions of that utter, deteſtation of .the Engliſh, that if any 
remain (wbich few do) nor ſurely will do, that can but breathe 
elſewhere ; then muſt they be in a degree worſe than any known 
Slavery : And likewiſe for other parts of the Ceſſation, they 
have been totally broken, and our Quarters, being of large Ex- 
tent, univerſally taken from us, even to the Walls of our Gari- 
ſons ; wherein we have often call'd to the chief of them for Ju- 
ſtice ; which being denied (or which i worſe) delayed, want of 
means to juſtifie our ſelves, leaves us without Remedy. All which 
we pour forth our Griefs aud Supplications, above, to GOD 
alone ; and here on Earth, to our Dread Soveraign.

they could have forty Thouſand to come to atliſt them out of France and 

Spain, and bring ammunition and arms enough, and all things neceſſary, and 
fight againll the King and the Engliſh, And the Deponent Elizabeth Gilbert 
further ſaith, That ſhe heard one Fames Enuftace a ſervant to the Rebel 
Colonel Cullen, ſay publickly in Matter Foſeph Wheelers houle in Kilkenny, 
Let the King take heed, for ifthey ( meaning the 17iſh) had not their own 
delires they would bring in a foreign King ; and one Triſtram Dyer a Pro» 

teſtant was ( as his wife told this Deponent) murdered in a Wood with his 
own Hatchet, and covered with Leaves and Moſs. 


Examinations touching the Apparitions at Portnedown-Bridge, 
within the Province of Uliter. 


Ames Shaw of Market-hill in the County of Armagh, Inn-keeper, 
J Depoleth, That many of the Iriſh Rebels, in the time of this Depo- 
nents reſtraint, and ſtaying among them, told him very ofter, and it 
, was a Common report that all that lived about the Bridge of Portnedown, 
were lo affrighted with the cries and noiſe made there of ſome Spirits 
or Viſions tor revenge, as they durſt not ſtay but fled away thence; ſo 
as they proteſted, affrighted to Market-bill, ſaying, They durſt not ſtay 
nor return thither .for fear of thoſe cries and ſpirits, but took grounds and 
made creats in or near the Pariſh of Mullabrack, Fart. Aug. 14. 1642. 


Joan the reli&t of Gabriel Conſtable, late of Drumard in the County 
of Armagh, Gent, Depoſeth and faith, That ſhe hath often heard the 
Rebels, O2yen O Farren, Patrick O Conellan, and divers others. of the 
Rebels at Drumard, earneſtly ſay, proteſt and tell one another, that the 
Blood of ſome of thoſe that were knockt in the heads, and afterwards 
drowned at Portnedown:bridge, ſtill remained on the Bridge, and would 
not be waſhed amay ; and that often there appeared viſions or apparitions, 
{ometimes of men, ſometimes of womens breſt-high aboye the waters

Dublin, the ordinary place of meeting of both Houſes of Parliament; liawcot. 

the Lords finding that the fire was begun inthe North, and fearing a gene= 

ral. reyolt of all other parts of the Kipggdom, Reſolved as a matter highly. 

ecnding to the ſafety and ſecurity of the City and Caſtle to Prorogue the 

Parliament, which they did by Proclamation they ſet out, until the 24 of 

February, But two or three days before ſuch of the Lords and Commons 

then in the Town were to meet of courſe in their ſeveral houſes for declar- 

ing the ſaid Prorogation, + it was generally noiſed abroad that the putting off 

the: Parliament was extreamly ill raken by the Popiſh Members of both 

Houſes. Mr. Burk who was one of the Committee lately employed inta 

England, caine to the Lord Dillon of Kilkenny Weſl, and highly com- 
| planing of the injury which (he ſaid) was done thereby to the whole 
Nation, hindring them from expreſling their loyal affections to his Majeſty, 
and ſhewing their defires to quell this dangerous Rebellion, and that they 
had reaſon roreſent it lo far, as to complain tothe King thereof, as a paint 
of high injuſtice ; His Lordſbip having acquainted the Board | herewith, 
Mr. Burk was preſently ſent for, and he uſed the ſame language in effe& 
there, though with much modeſty. 

Hereupon the Lords fell into debate what was fit tobe done, and how 
far it might be thought reaſonable in thein to condeſend to their defires : The Po- 
yone were of opinion that ir was fit to diſannul the Prorogation, and to Piſh mer 
give them leave to continue the Parliament according to the fiſt adjourn- Mott reg 
ment made the beginning of Auguſt. They urged the very ill con- acir. 
dition of the whole Kingdom in regard of the Northern Rebellion, and 
that thoſe ofthe Counties of Jiclow and Wexford, as well as ſome other 
Counties in Conaght had already joyned themſelves to them; that this 
Prorogation might peradyenture: fo irritate the Pale, and bave fuch an 
influence into Manffer as might raiſe them into Arms, and fo pur the 
whole Kingdom into a general combuſtion. Ochers of the Board Voted 
ſtrongly for the holding of the Prorogation according to the time pre- 
fixed by the Proclamation , grcunding their opinion upon theſe 
reaſons; firſt, That it would highly trench vpon the gravity and fiſow 
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of the Board to alter a reſolution ſo ſoleionly taken up, after amoit ierious 
debate and publickiy made known throughout the whole Kingdom by 
Proclamation, 'Tbat it would be of melt dangerous conſequence to vring 
ſo great a multitude of people to the City in ſuch dangerous times, that the 
Proteftarits and well-3ftcted Members of both Houſes were for the moſt 
part cither- deſtroyed, dilperſed, or ſo ſhut up as they could not repair to 
the preſent mecting, and that therefore the Iriſh would jbe ſuperiour in 
number and voices, and ſo wholly carry all things according to their own 
humour, that conſidering the ſmall Forces then in the City, ſuch great 


numbers as might take occaſion under colour of coming to the Parliament, | 


to repair thither, could not be admitted without apparent danger and 
diſturbance, and that peradventuce they might: there find as ill affections 


as they brought, and ſo both. joyning together they might: ealily deſtroy Þ 
the State with the poor remainders of the Engliſh Nation in theſe, parts : Þ 
Whereupon che Lords thought fit to hold to their Prorogarion, yet to Þ 


endeavour foto a temper and (weeten it, as thoſe who were moli averſe, 
mightin ſome meaſure reſt ſatisfied therewith. And therefore after along 
debate of all, particular circumſtances, they came at length to this reſolution, 
that the Earl of Ormond, the Maſter of the Rolls, and Sir Pierce Croly, 
three Members of the Board, ſhould have a mecting with Mr. Darg, 
Mr Burk, and ſome others of the moſt ative and powerful Member 
of the Houle of Commons, and that they ſhould let them knew from 
the Lords, that they have underſtood of their good affeGtions and deſires 
todo ſomewhat in the Houſe that might tend towards the ſuppreſſion 
this preſent Rebellion, that they approved extream well thereof: And 
that howſcever they could by no means remove abſolutely the Proto- 
gation, yet that they would deſcend (o far to their ſatisfaCtion as to limit 
it to a ſhorter time, and that at preſent they would give them leaveto (it 
one whole day in caſe they would immediately fall upon the work of mak: 
ing aclear Proteftation 2gainſt the Rebels: As alſo, thatthey ſhould have 
liberty'if they pleaſed to make choice of ſome Members of their own Houſe 
ro ſend down to Treat with the Rebels abont laying down of Arms: And 
for their grievances that their Lordſhips would with all readineſs receive 
them, and preſently tranſmit them over to his Majeſly for a ſpeedy 


redreſs : All this was — performed, The meeting was in the - 


Gallery at Cork Houſe ; Thoſe of the Houſe of Commons ſcemed at firlt 


to be extreamly troubled when they ſound there was no poſſibility of | 
altering the preſent Prorogation :- But upon a further debate when they 


came to underfland how ready the Loids were to yield to their (atifaction, 
and that the rime of the Prorogation ſhould be ſhortned, they ſeemed 
to reſt indifferently contented, undertook to make the ans * : 
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ſuch full and ample manner as was deſired» and that they would fall im- 


mediately upon it and make itthe work of the whole day, 

; Upon the 17 of November, the Lords and Commons met in Parlia- 
ment which was held in the uſual place of his Majeſties Caſtle of Dublin 
And for the better ſecurity of the place as well as of the perſons of thoſe that 
were to meet, there was a Guard of Musketiers appointed to attend 


during the rime of their meeting, but ſuch care taken that they ſhould carry 


themſelves ſo tree from giving any offences as no manner of umbrage 
might be taken at their artendance there. - The Houfes' were both very 
thin» there were only in the Houſe of Peers ſome few Engliſh Lords, 
three or four Lords of the Palez and ſome two or three Biſhops: In the 
Houſe: of Commons, they took into their conſideration upon their firft 
meeting the framing of the Proteſtation againſt the Rebels.- But thoſe 


ofthe Popilh party ſpake ſo 'ambiguouſly, and handled the matter fo 


tenderly, as they could not be drawn to ſtile them by the name of Rebels: 
ſoas they ſent up unto the Lords a very meager cold Proteſtation againſt 
them» which being in their Houſe taken into debwe, it was ſtrongly 
conceſted by the Proteſtant Lords thar they ſhould be tiled Rebels, but that 
as ſtifly oppoſed by the others, They therefore feil upon a mean berwixt 
borh which gave a kind of accommodations ſaying» T hey had Rebellioufty 
and Traizerouſly raiſed Arms ; and ſo both parties being reaſonably ſatisfied,

The Lords Juſtices and Council being advertiſed of the near, approach of 
the Rebels to Tredagh, prepared to ſend down ſupplies both of men and 
munition» for the re-inforceinent of that Garriſon : "There were already Ce- 
Ggned Six Hundred Foot and a T'roop of horſe for that ſervice, and they 
were almoſt in a readineſs to March when an expreſs from Sir Henry Tichbourn 
came up to the Earl of Ormond, to let him know the Rebels had that day, 
being the one and twenty of November, appeared within light of the Town, 
He conceived they would preſently have ſer down before it, but they ad- 
yanced no further that day, only while their Forces [made a ſtand there, 
they ſent down a Party of thirteen hundred Foot to Millifond- the Lord 
AMorshouſe, which theic deſign was ſuddenly to ſurpriſe ; but contrary to 
rheir expeRation, they found the twenty four Musketiers and fifteen horſe- 
men, who very ſtoutly defended the houſe as long as their powder laſted 
The horſemen when they ſaw themſelves beſet ſo as they could be no furs 
ther lerviceable to the place, opened the gue, iſſued out and mad: their 
paſſage thorow the midſt of the Rebels, and fo, notwithſtanding the 
oppoſition they made> eſcaped ſafe to Tredagh : The foot having refuſed t& 
accept of the quarter at the firſt offered, reſolved to make good the place to 


the laſt man; they endured ſeveral aſſaults, flew a hundred and forty of the . 


Rebels, before their powder failed them ; and ar laſt they gave up che place 
upon promiſe of quarter, which was not kept, for ſome of them were killed 
in cold blood, all were ſtripped, and two old decrepite men lain, the houſe 
ranſacked, and all the goods carried away, 


Upon the receit of Sir Henry Tichbourn's Letter, the Lords preſently , *;1* 
took otder forthe marching away of the fix hundred mer, together with horſe and 
a Troop of Horſe towards Tredagh': They left not the Town till the 27. apt 
of November, and fuch ws the negligence of the Captains and diſorders of (77. \: 
the Soldiers, as notwickſtanding they had been three days in readineſs to 7,449,

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© xedtion from the Lords diſpatched anexprels ro give them now upon theic 
March notice thereof, and after to paſs on to Sir Henry Ticbbournto let him 
know as much ; and that the Recruits deſigned for the re:inforcement of 
his Garriſon being now upon their march, it highly imported him to take 
ſpecial care for the ſecuring of their paſſage, And next-day his Lordſhip 
received an Anſwer from him of that Letter, with aſſurance that he 
would not fail tro march out with competent Forces to meet them 
upon the way, which he did that very day accordingly perform, but they 
marching no further than Balrudry, and fo lying that night eight miles 
ſhort of Tredagh, he miſſed of them, and ſo went not out ( by what ac- 
cident or upon what reaſon I know not) the day following til the news 
of the defeat met him at the very gate of the T own where he ſtood with 
his men in a readineſs to march towards them : The men being altoge- 
ther untrained and unaccuſtomed to travel, and failing of proviſion by 
the way, which for their money they could not by any means procute 
from the Country pcople as they marched along, were very much dif- 
contented , and being ſomewhat tired with their journey went on next 
day, but in much difotder, ſo careleſs, and fo little apprehenſive of any 
danger, as fome had arms, but” no munition about them ; others for ther 
own eaſe committed the carriage of both to the Carts. As they paſſed 
through Gormanſton, the Major went in to give a viſit to the Lord df 
, Gormanſton, Who told him that there were ſome Numbers of men lay 
in the way with an intent to interrupt their Paſſage, And this þ's Lord- 
ſhip knew very well, for the very night before (as Mr. Creighton afficmsin 
his examination) one of his grooms weht to Slaine where the Rebels were 
then lodged, and called them out of their Beds to be tn a readineſs to come 
and incounter the Engliſh Forces now upon their march.  'The Major had 
likewiſe other advertiſements to the ſame purpoſe, which he neglected, not 
fo much as acquainting his Captairi therewith, as ſome of them afterwards 
affirmed; He only cauſed three Scouts out of the Troop to be ſent abroad 
to make diſcovery whether the pafiage were clear ; two of them returned 
back a little before he came to the bridge of Julians Town, aſſuring him 
all was clear; the other went on to a houſe within a quarter of amile of 
the place where the Rebels lay, and whilc he attended there for his breik- 
faſt, a boy belonging to the houſe, took his Horſe, and riding to the Re- 
bels gave them notice of the near approach of our Forces : The Hotle 
The de. Paſſed the Bridge, and the Foot following turned up into a field on the 
featof the left hand of the Lane, where by reaſon of a great miſl that ſuddenly fell, 
fue ſent they diſcovered not the Rebels, till they were almoft within Musket-ſhct 
leif of of them.

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any pare of the Rebels Forces, who now furiouſly approached with a 
great ſhout; and a Lieutenant giving out the unhappy word of Counter- 
march, all the men poſſeſſed as it were with a Pannick fear, began ſome: 
what confuſedly ro march back, but were ſo much amazed with a ſecond 
ſhout given by the Rebels (who ſeeing them in diſorder followed clole 
on) as notwithſtanding they had gotten into a ground of great adyantage, 
they could not be perſwaded to ſtand a charge, but betook. themſelves to» 
their heels, and ſothe Rebeis fell ſharply on, as their manner is vpon the 
execution. 

Sir Patrick, Weames without the loſs of one Horſe paſſed on ſafely unto- 
Tredagh :- The Major with two of the Captains mores and about a hundred 
of their men made an eſcape thither likewiſe: The other three Captains 
with all the reft of the Soldiers that were Engliſh were there cut off, they 
ſpared very few or none that fell into their hands, but ſuch as were Iriſh, 
whole lives they preſerved: The Arms of the whole Six Hundred they 
poſſeſſed themſelves of, as likewiſe of all their Munition and Carriages : 
and ſo bighly were the Rebels encouraged with this defeat given to 
his Majeſties Forces,. as the whole Pale began preſently to waver, 
they thought the Kingdom their own, and that the Engliſh 
would in all parts fall before them, as thoſe poor. ill conduRed ſheep 
had unhappily done, And this is a true Relation (as near as I could 
collect it from the mouths. of thoſe that were preſent). of that famous 
Victory ſo much boaſted of by the Iriſh, whereunto the incxperience 
of the Engliſh Commanders, and the diſorders of the common.

A Letter from the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
to the Lord, LiguTENANT. 


May it pleaſe your Lord/hips, 


Y our Letters of the third of December, we made known 
B to your Lordſhip, that M. Z7awtrige was then newly 
arrived with the Treaſure fent us from thence, which 

came but to ſixteen thouſand five hundred fourſcore and ten 
pounds, to a ſupply of Treaſure far ſhort of that which is now 
become neceſſary to perform any confiderable ſervice here a- 
gainſt the Rebels, whoſe numbers are increaſed wonder{ully, 
inſomuch as the Forces they have about Drogheda on-all ſides 
it, and between Drogheda and this *place, reaching even 
within four miles of this City, - are upon'very' credible report, 
conceived to be above twenty thouſand men, and _ 
thols 
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choſe.numbrsWhocate ſojunited :between this and: Drogheda 
aid rhereabouts, there:aremany thouſands of them diſperſed 
the whole Kingdom-over; for the meaner fort of people firſt 
riſe generally, and then thoſe: of - better quality follow after; 
and the fire which was firft kindled'in.&//fer, and lay a while 
ſmothered in other parts begins now to:break out ſo generally,

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neighbours ; and cettainly thoſe 'Gentlemen might have bagn © 


as believing in'this State who have always uſed lenity and milde. 
neſs cowards them, as in the Forces of the Rebels which lie. © 
near behind them, and who they know have murdered 

of His Majeſties good and innocent SubjeQs, and for oughe 
they know (if there were not ſecrer intelligence between them) - 
might have uſed them alſo in like manner,  ' 4, 

But the truth'is, ' we conceive thoſe Gentlemen had a mind to. 
joyn with the Rebels, and do now take up pretences to cover 
their diſloyalty, and caſt ſcandal on this Government. 

The Rebels in the Pale as'in other parts,have cauſed Maſlas 
co be ſaid openly in the Churches, expelled the Miniſters from 
Officiating in their Churches, and forced divers perſons for ſa- 
ving their lives and goods to become Papiſts, openly proteſling 
that no Proteſtant ſhall be ſuffered to live in /re/aud,and whil 
they inſule thus over all the Zng/i/h and Proteftants,deſtroying 
them for no other. reaſon, but tor thatithey.are Proceſtants and 
Eliſh, we let fall nothing againſt them. couching Religion, 
ns yet they feign things againſt us, tendiffp that way to give 
ſome colour to their cruel proceedings. 

The Rebels of the County of. Kildare have taken the Naz 
and Kildare in the Coumty'of Xz/dere. The Rebels of Meath 
have taken 7rim, an Athboy in the County of Meath, and di- 
vers other places ; The Rebels of the County of Du4/iz, have 
polleſſed Swoords and Rathcoole, and ſpoyled all the Englih 
and Proteſtants even to the Gates of Dw#lin, and now about 
fifteen hundred of ' the Rebels of Wiciow are in and about Pow- 
erſcourt, and about” ten - miles from this City ; there are alfo 
beeween this and the Naas withia ſix or ſeven milcs of us a 
thouſand of the Rebels of Kildare, and the Borders of V/ic/ow 
and, Pxblin,fo 'as we-are in this City,invironed by caem on all

multitude, and. have robbed, \ ſpoiled and pillaged ven wie 
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in, the Bay of Dublix ſeveral Barks coming hither forth of Ex 
gf" And if to revenge this villany on the Fiſhermen at Clau- 
t 'L d'thereabours, ſo' near us,. we ſend for a Party of Sol- 
dftts* to burn and ſpoyl thoſe Rebels houſes and corn,. the 
Gentlemen of the Pale will immediately take new offence ; 
biitthac'we will adventure upon; for: now there is no dalliance 
with-them, who o far declare tliemſelves againſt the State, not 
ofrinþ what ſcorhs ' are pur upon the Government,. wherein is 
obſervable, that the Landlord of Clantarfe is one of. thoſe: 
Gentlemen riſen in Arms at Swoord', : 
*Four Lordſhip now ſees not only the neceſſity of haſlning 
with} poſſible ſpeed our Succours of men and Arms both: 
ont of Figland'and Scetlavd, in greater numbers than thoſe art 
firſt defipned, ſecing the breach-appears to be far greater, and 
the  defetion more general than at firſt was conceived ; and: 
= a$fuch of them-as are ready be not forced to ſtay for the 
ſt, but that thoſe maybe ſo ordered; as to come after,for no- 

fkſh'can imagine, unleſs they ſaw it as we do,: the greatneſsof 
our danger, who afe bur a. handſu} in compariſon of the multi- 
tudes riſen- againſt us :: And we deſire that the ten thouſand 
defigned to come from Scotland; may be wholly ſent away, 
as well the five-thouſand-intended to be left there in-a-readineſs: 
as the reſt, with'dire&tiontg land as near D«blinas they may, 
and whereſoever they-land to marchto- Dxb1in it poſſibly they 
can; And tofend away with all-ſpeed the ſhips aþpointed for 
guarding theſe Coaſts, -is-alſo- very.neceſfary- to be haſtned, and 
that two or three Ships of good ſtrength follow after : doubt- 
leſs theſe Rebels expett a very great ſupply of Arms and Muni- 
tion from ſorraign Parts, either: Spain or France: 

And although out of the fore-ſight we had of this extremity: 
ſince theſe troubles began, we have endeavoured to get in ſome 
proviſions-of-vitual-and- corn,. yet we have not been able to 
provide our ſelves ſufficiently to ſtand out-any. long ſiege, nor 
can we now pet inany more,our Markets being almoſt taken a- 
way,and the ſirengrh of the Rebe/surroundingrus ſo as = ar 
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ſhip that the Magazins of ViQtuals deſigned to be ſettled on that 
ſide, may be ſetled with all ſpeed, if it be not done alrcady, 
whereby we and the Succours we expe&, may not be in dif- 
treſs of Vitualsfor our ſelves -or them, or Oats for our horles. 
Our want of Vitals is the more in'reſpet of the daily acceſs 
of the Engliſh ſpoyled in the Country, 

The neceflity of the defence of the Province of Munſter, rc- 
quired the immediate raiſing of a Regiment of Foot conſiſting 
of one thouſand men, and two Troops of Horle of threeſcore 
.cach Troop, which threeſcore-we appointed the Lord Prefi- 
dent to raiſe, and for the payment and arming of them, we 
humb'y adviſe, ſeeing we cannot do it, that mony and atms be 
ſent from thence to Towghal, with a further ſupply of Arms 
and Munition for the ſtores in that Province now much want- 
ing there. 

And'as the Rebels which have beſet us and this Cirydn all 
fides by Land, do threaten to cut off our Market at Dublin, 
which we begin to feel already - : So they boldly declare, that 
they will within a day or two curoff the watercourſe, which 
brings water to this City and Caſtle ; and that done,that their 
multitudes will immediitcly burn our Suburbs and beſiege our 
Walls,which we confeſs we yet want ſtrength to defend, and 
muſt want ill our Supplies come forth of Exg/and or Scotland 
or both ; ſor here we have but about three thouſand men, the 
reſt of the old Companies being diſperſed in ſeveral need{ul 
Garrifons in the Country (excepting ſeven Companies of them 
ſurpriſed, and cut off by the ReZels at their firſt riſing in 2//fer 
and other parts) and about two hundred horſe by pole of theold 
Army, whereof many are Jriſh : ſo as conſidering the ſpaciouſ- 
neſs of this City and Suburbs to be defended, che ſmallnels of 
our number 'to defend them ,: and. the grear numbers! of 
Papiſt "Inhabirants in this City and Suburbs; and laſtly, the 
very great numbers of the Rebels, who are ſo ſirong-as to ap- 


proach this Ciry with many thouſands, and yet Icave many 
Y 2 thou- 


fetch in no more provifions; wherefore we beſeech your Lords 
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thouſands alſo at the ſiege of Drogbeda, we cannot expett to be 
able to'defend this City for any long time againſt them, with- 
out the arrival of our expected Succours. 

The Earl 'of Caf/c-baven on the tenth of this Month, pre? 
ſenred at this Board the incloſed Oath tendered unto him by 
the Rebels to be fworn' by. him, which he faith he refuſed to 
ſwear and we hear they ſend it to all parts to be tendered to 
the people, preſſing them to take the Sacrament thercupoy, * 

"We did lately in hope to gain ſome time. until our ſupplies 
mfipht come, liſten to an offer made by ſome Popilh Prieſts to go 
to the Rebels and Treat with them,as you may perceive by the 
indoſed : Bur ſince we find there is little hope of ir,for ſome of 
the Pricſts are returned, nothing being wrought thereby. 
However it'is fir your Lordſhip ſhould know what we do 
we. ruſt- now crave leave to declare to your Lordfhip, that 
things being riſen here to this height, threatning not only the 
ſhakifig of the Government, but the loſs of the Kingdom, as the 
Supplies of men, Arms,and more Treaſure,are of. great neceſſity 
r6- be.haſtned away hither; fo is it alſo need{ul that we enjoy 
your'Lordſhips-preſence here, for the conduCt in your own per- 
fon of the preat and important affairs of this State,as well inthe 
Martial asin the Civil Government, which do neceſſarily require 
it in this-time vf- great imminent danger wherein ſo tar as we 
may be able ro contribute any aſſiſtance with you, we ſhall be 
ready toidiſcharge our duties therein, with that loyalty and up- 
riphtneſs-of heart whichwe owe to His Majefty, and the parti- 
cular reſpe& due from us to your Lordſhip ; but we hope you 
will bring that firength with you, which may befit the greatneſs 
ofthe King our Maſter to ſend with his Lieutenant againſt ſo 
numerous enemics as theſe Rebels are become, as. well for the 
honour ofthis Majeſty, as for the terrour of choſe Rebels; 

» By what we haveheretofore and how hambly-repreſented to 
your Lordſhip,you may in part ſeethe' greatneſs of the: publick 
danger wherein this Kingdom now ſtands, and particularly this 
City and Caſlle,. the. principal. place: thereof, that il ”m o 
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loſt (which we now again, aſſure your Lordſhip, were never in 
ſo great peril to be loſt fince the firft Conqueſt of this Kingdom 
by the Crown of Eng/ard) the whole Kingdom':muſt quickly 
follow, that the danger which muſt thereupon ariſe to the King- 


dom of England, is very great in many reſpects. There js .no 


pollibility to prevent thoſe evils with honour and ſafety to £»- 
gland but by Succours from thence or Scoz/axd,or bath;and thar 
il thoſe Succours come not ſpeedily,ic cannot be avoided; but 
the Kingdom be loſt. And if notwithſtanding all this, ſo otren 
and iruly made known by us to yeur Lordſhip, we ſhall periſh 
for want of Supplies, we ſhall-carry this'comfort with us eo 
our graves or any other burial we ſhall have, that your Lord- 
ſhip can witneſs for us to the Royal Majeſty and to' all the 
worid that ws have diſcharged our duties to God, to His Ma- 
jelly, to har Nation, and to this, in: humbly repreſenting to 
His MyjeRy by your Lordſhip, the chiet Governour of the 
Kingdom, the extremities and dangers wherein his Kingdom and 

people ſtand, and the neceſfiry of haftning Supplies hither, by 
all poſſible means for preſervation of both, ſo'as whatever be- 
come of our perſons, our memory cannot be juſtly ſtained with 

ſo wretched a breach of faith and loyalty to the King our Ma- 
ſer as to forbear repceſenting thither the extremities wherein 

we are, Whether we have the credit to be believed or no; and 

that we write truth, and moſt ncedful truth, will be found. true, 

when- perhaps we ſhall periſh, and which is more conſiderable, 

the Kingdom. alſo for want of being believed and ſuccouredin- 
time.
